Man iss wreck, and while for his 
wrecked condition he ls- not personally guilt 
lesa, still his calamities are dus to the deceit, 
falechood, and efbtlety of one who, in the 
guise of a friend, warred against his welfare, 
There was à tomptor. Tho serpent begulled 
Eve through bis subtlety. And just as the BI- 
ble describes man’s first great loss of innccence 
and Eden asthe work of a subtle, lying hor 
tlie tempter called the serpent, so throughout 
the Bible this samo old serpent, of Satan, is ro. 
ferred to ea the 3 enemy of human 
and the author of many of the special 
calamitea which some of the individuals of tha 
tarth have st fared, The unceasing agency of 
Batan asthe bitter foe of human welfare has 
been considered a well-known and Clearly do 
fned doctrine of Scripture. The « rpent wag- 
ed war on man's happiness st fret; de bas 
woged war ever since, and aheath tho aword in 
peace be will not so long as his arm ja free to 
atrike and man ia within bisreach. Bo woe gte 
taught. The agency of Batan is an old idea. 
If it be so, and it {a quite probable, that fho 
Book of Job was the firat book of our Biblo 
written, then on its first pago wo have mention 
of Batan as the 3 and assailant of tho 
upright Patriarch, and let us thread onward 
and downward through the pages of later writ: 
ers, and from Genesis to Revelations the {dea 
of Batan as the adversary and assailant of hu 
man peace grows on our view. This restless 
enemy of man appesra to have a profusion of 
names, more aliases than sny criminal whom 
an cartLiy justice has thrown within prison 
walls, The old serpent, alias Satan, alias the 
Devil, and soon, the Dragon, the Evil One, 
the Angel of the Bottomless Pit, the Princo of 
This World. the Prince of the Power of the 
Alr, the God of the World, Apo „ Abad. 
don, Belial, aE ding names 
thea! One might Wink thut these names and 
titlea wonld procuye for the post essor unbc und- 
ed respect and a Welcome as Warm as that so- 
corded to the Prince of Wales ln India. But 
what do these ea mean? Not anything 
food, but everythihg to make the possessor of 
em repulsive to eact-oneof us, Devil isthe 
most common allas, or name; itis mentioned 
about fifty times, and Batan about forty times 
In the B.ble. Devil means on accuser, Batan 
an adversary, A calomniator or anadversary, 
no matter how bigh s Princo bo ia, does not 
merit our esteem. We are also told that thie 
Devil bas avast number of tut naand an 
army Aumbering legions, of which be is chief. 
These tiferior spirits of evil are called demons 
and aresubmissive to their groat Prince or 
Captain. Now, are wo to consider tbls abcut 
Batan to be purely historical, or to be figura 
tive and allegorical? In other words, Is there 
WM perponh Devil? Bomo ny, No. They con. 
sider that Batan, or Devil. lu a generic word 
meaning any adversary, apy accuser, real or 
poy ages or the Dovil is just a personification 
of the abstract Idea of existing evil. That evil 
exista we know, we fool it, we sce it, and in 
the opinion of some the Devil or Satan Is mo 
more than the presentation of that wide-spread 
prevailing evil under the figure of a mighty 
porata, an activo and reigning Prince. Ba 
„ then, le no more with some than a figure 

of speech, an ideal principle personified, an 


imaginary hero. 

ow, if we examine this question in the 
light of the five senses we might conclude that 
there wag no Devil. We never saw bim. heard 
him, smelled bim, tasted bim, ror tcuched. 
You may easy, then, that so far as your five 
senseca are concerned you bave no evidence of 
a personal Devil. Luther would not baye said 
that. It lu related of bim that when be was 
tranalating the Scriptures, bis Satanic M Ire 
paid bim a visit; the Reformer was not very 
courteous; instead of skag al highness to bo 
seated, be lald bold of his ink-bottle and burl- 
ed it at bim. Thointrader, fortunately for 
himself, escaped the blow, the bottle struck 
the wall, and to this dey the ink stalna are to 
ħa teen in Luther's room in the Wartburg. 
With all our respect for the llon-hearted Luth- 
or, wo think that bis own vivid imagination 
had more to do Ip producing this scene than 
any appearance of the Devil bad. Others have 
professed to have enjoyed a visit from this eu- 
gust Prince of demons, and as 


bis ass 
forma have 30t been unif: rm, but variptle, we 
bavo handed down lo us different d ptiona 
of. him- Some speak of his Zorns and 


others of bis tail, others of bis cloven foot, 
ote. As very few persons have wished to cul 
Uvato much — 218 the Prince of Dark- 
pers, as was conald hat the eign of tke 
cross was a quiet way to bow bim out of one’s 
company. If he bad any “favorite spot for 
making bis appesrahce to belated travelers,the 
erection of a crees on that spot was considered 
the best notice to quit that could be served on 
his higbnoss.

ell, admitting that there ls evil in the world, 


it is nol unreasonable, say some, to trace thst 
evil op to a primitive personal cauto. Hence 
wo have the system of Zoroaster, the old Per- 
sian Jawgiver, starting with two eternal beings 
or creatora. Ormuyd, pure eternal light, was 
the ecurce of all perfection. Ahriman, once 
light, became darkened by envy, and was the 
father of evil and all bad beln In fact, In 
the duallam of Zoroaster, wa ~ireco much 
of the !eszhings of the Bible about fallen an- 

ls. This, of course, is much) distorted and 

terwoven with human fancl Now, to ac 
count for evil, some conclude that there must 
be an author of evil, snd hence we have the 
old serpent in Eden, corrupting tho frat Inno- 
cent progenitora cf mankihd. Bat then go 
further back; if the Devil, as we infer from 
Bcripture, was himself once pure and spotless 
what tempted bim and the hosts that fell with 
him to the commission of evilt, Was there an 
older Batan in Heaven, an eng@ic tempter, to 
whoso wiles the wicked spirits owo thoir fall? 
We don read so, but are rather led to infer 
that angela becnme devile without an external 
tempter. Evil was their own spontaneous 
growth, they became self corrupted. And it 
may do added, if angels became corrupt and 
evil withcut a tempter, la there any reason 
why our Úrat parenuu in Eden inight not also 
dave become corrupt without the egency of a 
petec nal temptingeerpent? If it be-nectssary 
to have a Devil to sccount for the fall of man, 
why not necessary to havo an older Devil also 
to account for the fall of angels? 

To sustain the position that shere is a per- 
sonal Devil, the appeal must be to Scripture. 


No one can doubt the explicitness of pture 
Japgusge on. me existence, personality, and 
agency of Batan. Although the word Satan 


and the word Dovil may be found having the 
general sense of adversary and slanderer, still 
these words occur where We can not get away 
from the conclusion, that they are used to de- 
note a personal being. That the writers of tho 
Boriptures believed tha! there is s personal 
Devil, as much as they did that there is a per- 
sonal God. is evident from thelr language. 
They never give a bint that Satan ls an imagi. 
nary being, that the Devil {sno more than s 
of speech or the personification of the 
principle of evil, but, on tne otber hand, they 
speak of Satan as a conscious, moral, personal 
agent, ever active on the sido of (Nil 
Well, some may say, wo admit that the writ 
ers of the Scriptures did belleve that there is 
a persona! Devil, that was the prevailing n` 
ion then, and they wrotéjust ag they ard oth- 
ers belle ved ln thelr day, ati] might it not he 
so, that what they meant by Salon was not 
nat what others In coming ages of advanced 
nowled, gre to mean by Baten. Thy 
meant K personal Devil, but to us it fa more 
consonant with reason and common sense to 
interpret Satan as simply the personification of 
the principle of ovil, and this serves the pur- 
pose just as well as a personal Devil. The an- 
swor is that such a model of Interpretation Is 
open to serious objections, Apply it to God, 
for Ipqtance, and ycu rob t ible of *a por- 
sons! God and make Him fo! more than 
a Aguro of speech or the principle of good. In 
fect, by this mode of interpretation you might 
divest every bistorical character of bis person- 
ality, and hive only imeginary belnge, Again, 
by considering Balan to be more than the 
=e of ovil, bow are wo to explain the 
mpta‘ion of the Bon of God? Jesus 
— of the Devil as a murderer from the bo- 
ginning,—as a liar and the father of it. How, 
then, can the abstract Idea of ovil be called a 
murderer and a llar? If it be so, that we aro 
to accept the Scripiures Jn thelr f egan enfoic- 
ed meaning. wo are taught that there la a por- 
tonal spirit called the Devil; that hels co 
or-ohief of mar y evil spirits, called his angola; 
that all these were once bright and pure; that 
they lost their feat estate perbsps through 
ride; that the fall in Eden was brought about 
tho temptation of Satan; that the Devil and 
his angels still continue to tempt and lead men 
into ain; that their object is o destroy and 
ruin human happiness: and that thelr power ls 
great on thé aide of pe Hy not beyond the 
curbing, cobtrolling, alning arm of God. 
While the Bcriptures give us no 83 blé 
tory of fallen angela and of their fall, still 
from Incidental allusions and statements, we 
can gather these and some other items oflo- 


formation concerning them. ,
